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Washington, October 1L—Major General 
Schofield, general-in-chief of the army, has 
made to the secretary of war his report 
on the operations of the army during the 
past year. The report fs of peculiar in- 
terest, both on account of the fact that in 
it General Schofield, who has been at the 
head of the army since the death of Gen- 
eral Sheridan, announces his retirement 
next year, and from the fact that it is 
principally devoted to the discussion. of 
the necessity of strengthening the military 
arm of the government to cope with inter- 
nal disorder as well as with possible dan- 
ger from without, particular reference 
being made to the Debs strike. 

General Schofield is a politician as well 
as a soldier, and at considerable length 
he discusses this subject from a political 
as well as from a military point of view. 
He says the prompt and vigorous action of 
the troops-in all cases, and the great for- 
bearance ‘manifested by them when sub- 
jected to all sorts of insults and indigni- 
ties, designed to provoke retaliation, were 
worthy of the very highest commendation. 


The Value of National Troops. 

They Nlustrate in the most striking man- 
ner the great value to a government of a 
well disciplined force at all time subject 
to the orders of that government for the 
enforcement of the faithful execution of 
its laws. It would seem unnecessary te 
point out the fact that any force like the 
militia of a state, or the police of a city, 
acting primarily under another authority, 
though highly efficient in their appropriate 
service, cannot be made a reliable instru- 
ment for the prompt and effective execu- 
tion of the laws of the United States. 
Manifestly every government should have 
an adequate force of its own for the execu- 
tion of its own laws, no less than the 
judicial and executive officers necessary 
for the same purpose. ~ 

The country is now, for the first time, 
squarely confronted with the necessity of 
eee adequate provision, not only for 

efense against any possible foreign ag- 
oiiaan. but also for defense against do- 
mestic ¥ in. the ferm of forcible re- 
sistance to the laws of the United States.” 
A just estimate of thesé means of defense 
requires consideration of the vast extent 
of United States territory and the great 
amount of «property, widely distributed, 
throughout the territory, each belonging 
in the United States or fn such condition 
as to be under the protection of the gov- 
ernment. When these facts are duly con- 
sidered it becomes manifest that the present 
strength of the army is not adenruate <0 the 
performance of the service which tnay be 
at any time required. 
Conditions Have Changed. 

Tt is certainly manifest that the present 
ccndition of the country, with a population 
of nearly 70,000,000, under the danger now 
known to exist, cannet be met by the same 
force that was deemed adequate twenty-five 
years ago, when the popuiation of the coun- 
try was less than half its present amount 
and domestic violence was not apprehended. 
It is also worthy of remark that more than 
once last summer, an infuriated mob in a 
single ‘city iwas twice as formidable in 
numbers and capable of doing vasily greater 
injury to life and property than the most 
formidable combination of Indian warriors 
that ever confronted the army in this coun- 
try. In other words, the army has recently 
been required to deal with an enemy far 
more numerous and dangerous to the coun- 
try than any savage enemy which it has 
heretofcre been called unon to meet. 

Uncle Sam Needs More Soldiers. 

The effective strength of the army should 
be considerably tMmereased. This can be 
done at a very small comparative increase 
in cost.. The’present regimental organiza- 
tions need not be largely increased. Two 
additional regiments of artillery for the 
necessary sea coast defense; two additional 
regiments of cavalry to patrol the long 
lines of raiiroad under government protec- 
tion, and the present twenty-five regiments 
of infantry, converted into three battalion 
organizations, would, it is believed, be a 
just, ccrservative estimate of what is now 
actually needed. For this the existing num- 
ber of commanding officers is nearly suf- 
iicient. But a censiderable permanent in- 
crease in the enlisted strength of the army 
should be made, and a still further increase 
authorized to be made by the president, 
when, in his judgment, an emergency re- 
Quiring it may reasonably be foreseen. |

FOUR MEN KILLED, 


Twenty-Seven Bollers Blown to Pieces 
at the Henry Clay Mines. 
Shamokin, Penn., October 11.—Feur men 
were killed, two were fatally injured and 
several others painfully burned by a disas- 
trcus boiler explcsion that occ.irred at the 
Henry Clay colliery early today. The en- 
tire steam supplying plant of the mine, con- 
sisting of thirty-six boilers, was totally 
den.olished, and in addition to the monetary 


4 408s. which will agsregate $30,000, the Henry 


Clay, Big Mountain, Sterling and Peerless 
ccilieries will be unable to resume opéera- 
tions for at least a month. 

It was a cold morning and the injured 
men were gathered in the boiler room to get 
varm. The boiler on the western end of 
the house is supposed to have been the first 
to explode, and then the adjoining boilers 
went up in quick succession, the repeated 
explosicns resembling the roar of heavy 
aitillery. Only nine of the thirty-six boil- 
ers escapea destruction, and even these 
were so badly damaged that they are use- 
less. Many of the boilers were torn apart 
near the center by the terrible force, and 
the two sections would then take different 
directions. One-half of a boiler was hurled 
a full quarter of a mile and lodged in the 
slush bank northwest of where the botler 
house formerly stood. Another that took 
a similar direction, crashed through the 
side of the breaker and lodga@d against the 
scraper line. Another crashed through the 
top of a house and came near killnig sev- 
eral employes. The safety lamp house that 
stood near the top of the shaft was reduc- 
ed to splinters. Four collieries will be 
thrown into idleness by the accident for a 
month or six weeks, so that the total loss 
will aggregate $100,000. The boilers furnish. 
ed steam for the breakers for the four col. 


PUT A BULLET IN HIS HEAD. 


A Member of the Board of Education 
of Detroit in Trouble. 
Detroit, Mich., October 11.—The case of 
School Inspector Julius Lichtenburg, a 
member of the board of education, who is 


charged with having accepted a bribg in 
‘eonnection with the awarding of a contract 


to the Manitowoc School Furniture Com- 
pany, resulted in the deféndant failing to 
respond. His bail was declared forfeited. 
Half an hour later he made an unsuccess- 
ful attempt at suicide at his home, No. 630 
St. Antoine street. He left home early 
without eating breakfast. His wife asked 
him on his return why he was not at court, 
but without replying to her question he 
passed on to his bedroom, where later he 
shot himseif. When Mrs. Lichtenburg 
reached the room she found her husband 
lying on the bed with a bullet in his head. 
Lichtenburg was removed to Harper hos- 
pital, where it was found that the bullet 
had struck the frontal bone of the fore- 
head and glaficed downward. He will re- 
cover. It is supposed that the conviction 
of School Inspector Lichardt yesterday 
made him déspondent. As soon as the news 
of Lichtenburg’s attempt at suicide reached 
court Prosecuting Attorney Mandell asked 
that Joseph Walsh, another of the indicted 
school inspectors, who was in the court- 
room, be arrested forthwith, which request 
the judge granted, and Walsh was taken 
to jail. His case will probably be called 


next.

FUNNY THINGS OCCUR IN CAROLINA 


In the Doctor’s Opinion Governor Ben 
Is Bent on Intimidating the Peo- 
ple of the State, 


Columbia, 8. C., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Sampson Pope is pushing his candidacy 
for the governorship with vim. He 4arrived 
here last night from Newberry and will 
make this his headquarters until after 
the election. Today he had some interest- 
ing things to say concerning politics. He 
declares that he will win if his friends 
will come out and vote. He says if he is 
counted out he will carry his case before 
the state board. 

Concerning Governor Tillman’s utterances 
on the dispensary law published in The 
Constitution yesterday, he said: 

“Well, if he persists in having the private 


‘residences of our people searched by the 


constabulary and our women and children 
frightened, he may expect trouble, for the 
people will not submit to it. It can be 
done when necessary by the proper ofticer, 
the sheriff of the county, and if done by 
hin will create no friction. These officers 
are elected by the people and are the 
proper ones to act in a case of this sort 
untrammeled by any constabulary force, 
The dispensary seems to be used for politi- 
cal purposes to keep up factional distur- 
bances and for other objects. It will, sooner 
o; later, be repealed, even if not declared-un- 
constitutional by the supreme court of 
the United States. it was never a reform 
measure; it was the creature of a cabal— 
conceived in sin and born in iniquity. It 
seems that the governor intends to use the 
militia to frighten our people. He may 
carry this thing too far. The Anglo-Saxon 
race know their rights and dare maintain 
them—once they are aroused nothing will 
stop them.”’ 

Dr. Pope said that the governor’s action 
in delaying his decision dismissing part of 
the militia until after the dispensary de- 
cision “looked as if he wished to get rid 
of those he supposed were not his friends 
and thus intimidate those of the 2,000 who 
might not be willing to obey his com- 
mands.” 

The doctor says he will fight a constitu- 
tional convention, as he believes the “ring” 
has a deeper, purpose than to arrange for 
qualified suffrage. Ht declares they in- 
tend to unsettle the organic law, possibly 
incorporating a dispensary provision. He 
says that the ring tried to buy him off 
from being a candidate for governor by 
offering him the position of secretary of 
State. 


STEVENSON AT QUINCY. 


He Spéke to the Illinois Democrats 
Yesterday. 

Quincy, Ill, October 11.—This city is 
crowded today with democrats from all 
over this section, on both sides of the grand 
old Mississippi. Vice President Steven- 
son arrived from Champagne this morn- 
ing. Governor Stone arrived from St. 
Louis on the noon train. Colonel W. R. 
Morrison, the third principal speaker, wired 
that he could not be here. At noon a 
great crowd was present at the barbecue. 

At 1:30 o’clock p. m. the speaking opened 
at Baldwin park, the vice president speak- 
ing in front of the amphitheater, and 
Missouri’s governor in front of the Bald- 
win Park hotel. Both were received with 
the wildest enthusiasm. The speakers ex- 
pounded democratic principles in real Jef- 
fersonian. style, eonfining their remarks 
largely to the tariff and finances.

WILL BE PUT IN CIRCULATION. 


Carlisle Orders the Subtreasuries to 
Issue the Souvenir Half Dollar. 

Washington, October 11.—The Chicago 
souvenir coin of the great world’s fair is to 
become a current half dollar, It was at 
ene time supposed that these coins would 
command fancy prices as souvenirs. This 
expectation was not realized. The whole 
issue authorized by congress would have 
been turned over to the world’s fair mana- 
gers but for their violation of the agree- 
ment, which was made a condition of the 
gift in respect to opening tne fair on Sun- 
day. Owing to this breach of the agree- 
ment, $1,795,980 in souvenir halves remained 
in the treasury at the close of the fair. A 
demand having recently sprung up for 
them at their face value, Secretary Car- 
lisle today issued an order to the subtreas- 
uries directing them to pay out on demand 
the souvenir coins at the same ratio as 
the legalized half dollar of the United 
States, namely, at par with gold. 


Kaffirs Burning Houses and Murder- 
ing People. 

London, October 11.—A dispatch received 
at the foreign office from the British con- 
sul at Lourenzo Marquez, says the Kafiirs 
have entered the outskirts of that port, 
burned a number of houses and murdered 
seventeen persons.

CHINA'S EMPEROR IS ON THE MOVE

He Concludes that it is Time For Him to 
Take Charge of This War--Modern 
Guns Ordered from Krupp. 


Lendon, October 11.—A Central News 
Company dispatch from Tien-Tsin says 
troops which have arrived there of late 
are merely riff-raff, armed with old swords. 

The Chinese government has made large 
contracts with German manufacturers for 
quick-firing guns, the contracts stipulating 
that the arms shall be delivered before the 
Pei-Ho river is closed. The Japanese are 
watching for the arrival on the coast of 
this consignment of arms. 

It is rumored at Tien-Tsin that two iron- 
clad warships have been purchased from 
Austria or the United States. 

Captain von Hanneken is to rejoin the 
Chinese service under Admiral Ting as 
soon as the repairs to the Chinese fleet 
shal] have been completed. 

The navy is very short of shot and shell 
for the largest guns; and the arsenals 
are working day and night in order to sup- 
piy the fleet with such munitions. 

Four Japanere spies have been captured 
at Port Arthur while in the act of cutting 
torpedo wires. A spy arrested at Tien-Tsin 
has confessed, under torture, to having 
sent four telegrams to the Japanese. 

A large fire occurred at ‘Tien-Tsin on 
October 4th. The premises of the China 
Merchants’ Company were burned and oth- 
er buildings were damayeu. 

It is reported that the emperor recently 
visited ‘Tien-Tsin in disguise in order to 
view the situation for himself. 

Li Hung Chang is disliked generally and is 
blamed for China’s defeats. The children 
sing songs ridiculing him and placards of 
the same -character are posted in ‘the 
streets. The Chinese declare that Russia 
is aiding Japan. 

The Japanese fleet commands the Shan- 
Tung coast and the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. 

News received from Wei-hai-Wei under 
date of October 6th states that the Japa- 
nese fleet pays weekly visits to that placc. 
Early on the morning of October 6th eight 
Japanese warships in line made straight 
for the harbor until within a short distance 
of the entrance, when they separated, the 
gunboats playing about the western’ en- 
trance. ne forts at Wei-hai-Wel are fully 
armed with twenty-four and twenty-eight 
centimeter guns, which were lately _re- 
ceived and placed in position, and the land- 
ing places are well defended. The harbor 
is considered impregnable. 

Futher Details of the Battle. 

The Central News correspondent in Wi-Ju 
gives further details of the battle reported 
earlier in the day from Tokio. He says that 
the Japanese force had been greatly delayed 
in its advance by the condition of the roads. 
The heavy guns had been brought forward 
and the troops were compelled often to 
wait for supplies. Pioneer troops had to 
be used repeatedly to make the roads passa- 
ble. 

The main Japanese column reached Yung- 
Chon, a short distance to the south of 
Wi-Ju, on October 4th. There was no sign 
of the enemy. Four days later the scouts 
who had been sent out toward Wi-Ju re- 
ported that a small Chinese force still oc- 
cupied the city. The strength of the enemy 
was estimated at about 2,000. A strong 
body of infantry and cavalry, supported by 
light artillery, was thrown forward at once. 
The Chinese offered little resistance. They 
retired before the first attacking party and 
eventually broke and fled across the Yalu 
river. 

The Chinese loss was hardly more than 
a hundred killed and wounded. ‘i‘he Japan- 
ese means of communication is now com- 
plete throughout Corea, The Japanese ex- 
pect further reinforcements to come to 
Wi-Ju by water. A Japanese officer had 
been appointed governing commissary o* 
Wi-Ju. 

The field telegraph has been in working 
order since last evening, and a regular 
courier service between Wi-Ju and the rear 
of the column began today. 

Coreans Want Japan’s Protection. 
The Central News correspondent in Tokio 
says that the emperor of Japan will re- 
ceive the eight Corean officials who will 
start for Hiroshima on Saturday to thank 
him for suppressing: the Corean rebellion. 
The envoys will present to his majesty a 
memorial requesting that Japan undertake 
to protect Corea permanently from foreign 
encroachment. The correspondent adds: 
“The Japanese government means to es- 
tablish Corea on a strong foundation in or- 
der that she may aid Japan in repelling the 
encroachments of Russia and other powers. 
‘Rumors that European interference to 
limit the war is possible caused astonish- 
ment here. The government cannot stop 
the war until its-demands sfiall have been 
satisfied. There must be guarantees that 
China will not interefere further with Co- 
rea, and an ampte war indemnity muat be 
paid.’’ 

The Tien-Tsin correspondent of the Cen- 
tral News says: 

“Li Hung Chang has closed contracts 
with Krupp’s agents to supply the govern- 
ment with guns and ammunition, on the 
condition that the same shall be delivered 
before the closing of navigation for the 
winter. Large supplies are coming to the 
city from the Canton and other arsenals.” 

They Will Be Beheaded. 

Shanghai, October 11.—Two Japanese 
spies who were arrested in Tien-Tsin have 
been sent to Nakin to be beheaded. Af- 
fairs in Peking are reported as extremely 
critical. Upon the arrival of the British 
and Italian ministers at Che-Foo they im- 


mediately hurried off together for Peking. ;

SCHMITTBERGER GOT THE MONEY. 


Mr. Ferget Recolliectsa Where 
$500 Went and Tells About It. 

New York, October 11.—Mr. Forget, agent 
of the French steamship line, gave direct 
testimony today that a police captain had 
unlawfully accepted money from him. Mr. 
Forget was a witness before the Lexow 
committee on Tuesday, but at this time 
his memory was so defective that Chief 
Counsel Goff gave him until today to re- 
fresh his recollections of his dealings with 
the police.

Afraid of Assassination. 


Leon Buck was not a profitable witness. 
He told the committee with seeming re- 
luctance and professedly with the fear 
that owing to his evidence he would be 
assassinated by the Max Hochstein gang; 
that he had been discharged from the ferce 
because it became known that he would be 
a witness before the committee. He admit- 
ted under cross-examination, however, that 
incompetency had been alleged as the rea- 
son for his discharge. 

Joseph H. Brown, clerk in the court of 
common pleas in the naturalization depart- 
ment, was then called.

The witnegs then described the process of 
naturalizing a citizen in detail. He said 
that he and his fellow clerks always put 
questions’ to a candidate for citizenship, 
ard that if the latter failed to answer 
them they rejected him. 

“So, that without your permission,” said 
Mr. Goff, ‘“‘the candidate can go no fur- 
ther?’ 

“Yes, sir.” 

“This is an important piece of evidence, 
Mr. Chairman, that a clerk can exercise 
ministerial power without such power be- 
ing delegated to him,’’ said Mr. Goff. 

“Yes, indeed, it is,” said Chairman 
Lexow. 

Policy Players Protected. 


Lawrence Turney, who has been engaged 
in the policy business for some years, was 
the first witness called after the recess.

They Meet in The Herald Office te 
Arrange for a Fight. 


CORBETT SHOWS A LARGE ROLL 


He Tries to Bluff Glori, Who Backs 
the Australian. 


FLORIDA CAPTURES THE CONTEST 


It Will Probably Come] Of Next July. 
The Coampion Will Not Go in 
the Ring Earlier. 


New York, October 1l.—James J. Corbett 
and Robert Fitzsimmons met in The New 
York Herald office today for the purpose oi 
arranging a match. 

Captain Giori, who appeared for Fits- 
simmons, when asked by Corbett to show 
the color of his money, displayed $1,000 te 
bind the match. 

Corbett then showed $10,000 and told Glor! 
to cover it when he pleased, but there 
would be no fight until after July ist, as 
he would not cancel his profitable theatri- 
cal engagements. 

This was a disappointment, but Fitzsim- 
mons and Glori agreed and the work ef 
drawing up the articles began. 

In answer to the question if willing te 
fight after July ist, Fitzsimmons replied: 

“I will fight him any time.” 

It was finally agreed to battle some time 
after July Ist next, at the Florida Athleti« 
Club, Jacksonville, the club to fix the date 


of the fight. 

Having yielded on the question of the 
date, then the club was the next problem. 

The first offer was $25,000, by Scholl, of 
the Olympic, of New Orleans, which was 
increased te $30,000 by Williams, of the Au- 
ditorium Club, of the same city. 

This was raised to $41,000 by “Circular 
Joe” Vendig, for the Florida Athletic Club, 
of Jackson lle. 

Williams *aid $35,000 was his limit. 

Scholl mrntioned $60,000, which called 
forth smile}. Corbett said the bid was 
wild, and tue money must be shown. Schoil 
produced $5,000, which Corbett said was 
not enough to post for $50,000. 

Fitzsimmons evidently wanted to fight 
before the Olympic, while Corbett preferred 
Florida. 

Fitzsimmons finally said: “Well, I will 
yield every point in order to make a match. 
I will sign with the Florida Athletic Club.” 

Corbett sneered at Fitzsimmons’s alleged 
complaisance. “I am the champion,”’ he 
said, ‘and I-will say when and where I will 
fight. I have been roasted right and left 
on the charge of being afraid of you. Now, 
I am here to make a match. 1 have my 
money to put up, and I will not leave the 
room till the agreement is signed.” 

Captain Glori produced no money what- 
ever in addition to the $1,000 he had al- 
ready on deposit with the sporting editor 
of The Herald, although he agreed to put 
up $2,000 tomorrow morning, but afterwards 
got Corbett’s consent to wait until Mon- 
day, when he would be showing in Brook- 
lyn, before putting it up. Still later on his 
burden was made lighter by Willlam A. 
Brady arranging the deposits as follows: 
Monday, October 15th, 31,500, making the 
first deposit of $2,500; December Ist, $2,500; 
February ist, $2,500, and May Ist, the final 
$2,500. 
It met with the approbation of the cap- 
tain and Fitzsimmons and was expected to 
be embodied in the articles of agreement. 

Captain Glori suggested that the fight be 
held at an earlier date, but Corbett was 
very firm in his refusal not to fight until 
after July ist, but said he woulda be ready 
to battle at any day after that time thate 
the club saw fit to select. 

The next question of importance that 
arose was the selection of a stakeholder, 
as the sporting editor of The Herald an- 
nounced that The New York -Herald would 
not hold the money. Dave Blanchard and 
Phil Dwyer were both mentidned, and Cap- 
tain Glori selected Mr. Dwyer, as he did 
not have any acquaintance with Blanchard. 

The $10,000 deposited by Corbett was then 
handed -to Al Smith" to be turned over to 
Dwyer. 

The articles will be precisely the same 
as those signed by Corbett and Sullivan, 
with the exception of the dates upon which 
the deposits are to be made. The articles 
were not signed by either Corbett or Fitz- 
simmons, Sut they were each furnished 
with a copy, as was the Florida Athletic 
Club. The articles will be signed outside 
of this state, and will be mailed to the 
sporting editor of The Herald.

NEVER WILL BE CAUGHT. 


Two Murderers Escape from Jail but 
Are Probably Dead. 

Union Springs, Ala., October 11.—(Specia!.) 
Jackson Hix and Amos Ivey, both colored, 
expired on the gallows here today for the 
crime of homicide. Jackson Hix was 
hanged for the murder of Amos Peel, and 
Amos Ivey for the assassination and rob- 
bery of Mr. Dudley Cary. In the, death of 
Amos Ivey ends the last scene in the dark- 
est tragedy in the history of Bulloch coun- 
ty. Amos Ivey, Riley Walker and Rich 
Jordan, three negroes, and probably others, 
conspired to murder and rob some of their 
white neighbors. The first victim was 
Mr. Hall, who was shot, but recovered. 
Their next victim was Mr. Dudley Cary, 
whom they murdered and robbed. They 
then planned to murder and rob Mr. H. B. 
Walker, a man of considerable wealth, but 
before the fatal night Mr. Will Wallace, 
of Columbus, Ga., a brave and shrewd 
detective, ferreted out the plot and with 
the sheriff and posse arrested them. Wal- 
lace was shot through with a Winchester 
rifle ball in the hands of Riley Walker. 
Ivey, Walker and Jordan were tried at 
the last term of the circuit court. Ivey 
was sentenced to be hanged, and Walker 
and Jordan were sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary. The friends of the unfortunate vic- 
tim not being satisfied with the sentences 
of Walker and Jordan, held an indignation 
meeting and denounced an attorney who 
defended them, and then a mob was or- 
ganized and forcibly took Walker and 
Jordan from the officers and probably put 
them to death. Some claim that they 
effected an escape, as their bodics were 
never found.

WORST STORM IN YEARS. 


Communication Has Just Been Re-Es~- 
tablished Through Florida. 
Jacksonville, Fla., October 11.—Communi- 
cation has been re-established with all points 
on the Ficrida coast visited by the storm 
which raged Monday night and Tuesday 
morning, and dispatches tell woful tales of 
the destruction caused by the wind and 

water. 

Apalachicola and Cedar Key were directly 
in the storm's path and the damage at 
those places is almost tncalculable. Commu- 
nication with these points has been cut off 
until today. 

Greatest Storm in Twenty-Five Years. 

Cedar Key, Fla., October 11.—Cedar Key 
has just experienced the most disastrous 
storm which has visited her for twenty-five 
years. The. main business street is piled 
from one end to the other with debris, con- 
sisting-of wreckage from boats, wharves, 
fishhouses and logs of every description. 

The storm began at 8 o’clock Monday 
morning, with a heavy wind from the east, 
gradually shifting to the south, and then 
to southwest, increasing in violence, and 
continuing until daylight Tuesday morning. 

The damage and loss of property is very 
great. The Florida Central and Peninsular 
railroad is a heavy sufferer. Almost the en- 
tire track to the mainland, a distance of 
three and one-half miles, is either destroyed 
or badly damaged. From the mainiand to 
Sumner. a distance of four and one-half 
miles, there are nearly one hundred wash- 
outs. The mail train got in Monday night. 
but is caught between two washouts and 
cannot move either Way. 


The Destruction at Apalachecola., 


Apalachicola, Fla.,; October 11.—Never be- 
fore in the history of this town was such 
havoc and destruction wrought by storm 
and tide as Monday night, between the 
hours of 7 and 10 o’clck. Water, Commerce 
and Market streets are a mass of logs, 
boats, lumber and dead fish. 

Fishing Boats Missing. 

Pensacola, Fla., October 11.—Fifteen fish- 
ing smacks, belonging to this port, were 
on the gulf during the storm. Nothing 
has yet been heard of them, and mueth 
anxiety is felt.

HILL’S FIRST GUN. 
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The-.Senator Opens His Campaign in 
Syracuse. é 

Syracuse, N. Y., October 11.—Senator Da- 
vid Bennett Hill arrived here from Albany 
shortly after noon today, amid the booming 
of cannon. Senator Hill was met at the de- 
pot by a committee of prominent democrats 
and the Fourth Brigade band. <A large 
crowd thronged the streets and gave three 
Cheers for Hill as he alighted. 4 

At his hotel several hundred people were 
waiting to pay their respects. The sena- 
tor was given a rousing three cheers sev- 
eral times during the reception. 

The senator opened the democratic cam- 
paign here tonight In the Alhambra rink, 
and he was accorded a magnificent recep- 
tion. At 8 o’clock Mr. Hill left the hotel 
under the escort of the committee of 
arrangements for the rink. A band pre- 
ceded the carriages to the hall and the 
streets were alive with people. Cannons 
roared and much colored fire lit the way to 
the meeting place. 

The Alhambra rink was crowded long be- 
fore the meeting was called to order, and 
over 5,000 people crowded into a seating 
space of 3,000 capacity. Many were unable 
to gain admission to the hall. 

Prominent democrats were in town from 
places within a radius of forty miles and 
the enthusiasm for Hill was unbounded.

A PECULIAR CASE. 


A Man Who Has a Mania for Jumping 
ip Wells. 

Gainesville, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)— 
There is a man in town, who, when in his 
cups has a decided penchant for jumping 
into welis; in fact he appears to be a mono- 
Maniac in this way. ‘The truth of this was 
illustrated here a few days ago, in the case 
of Mr. Oliver Head, late toreman at tne 
who, on last Friday even- 
ting. when under the influence of whisky, 
jemped into the old, unused well nearly one 
hundred feet deep, and came very near kill- 
ing himself. Some persons who were pres- 
ent when he jumped in let down a rope 
which they persuaded him to tie around his 
.body, and drawing him up, when near the 
surface in some way the rope slipped and 
back he went.to the bottom again. This 
time he was fiurt so badly that a man had 
to go down to tie the rope around him. 
Strange to say, that though in the bottom 
of the well there was at least six feet of 
debris of various kinds—broken bottles, 
pieces of plank and other such things—when 
brought out, it was found that he had only 
one leg broken, and a few ugly bruises and 
gashes. His leg was amputated between 
the knee and ankle last Saturday by Dr. W. 
A. Palmour, assisted by one or two other 
surgeons. Up to last accounts Mr. Head 
is doing well-and will probably soon be out 
again, minus a part of his leg. His escape 
from death, under the circumstances, was 
truly miraculous. 

But the strangest part of this story is still 
to come. It seems that his is one of those 
peculiar cases of mental derangement that 
puzzles the most astute psycologist. This, 
it appears is the fifth or sixth time that this 
man has thrown himself into wells while 
under the influence of liquor, once or twice 
in North Carolina, whence he came to 
this state; once or twice in Atlanta, 
whence he came to work as foreman of the 
spindle department of the cotton factory 
here. It seems that whenever he took on 
a little too much: of the “ardent”? his im- 
pulse was to jump into a well. Why it is 
that he has this tncontrollable mania for 
jumping into wells is a mystery.

THE TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION. 


A Monument to George W. Childs. 
Proceedings of the Fourth Day. 


Louisville, Ky., October 1f.—At the fourth 
day’s session of the International Typo- 
graphical Union recommendation No. 15, by 
President Prescott, was considered. It 
proposes a new article to the constitution, 
providing that after July 1, 1895, any con- 
tributing member in good standing shall be 
entitled to an out-of-work benefit of $3 per 
week for six weeks, commencing with the 
second week of his idleness, on being de- 
prived of employment from any cause e€x- 
cept on account of strikes, Ipckouts, illness, 
debauchery, intemperance or other immoral 
conduct. Rejected—83 to #6. 

The next question was an amendment to 
section 51, general laws: “No local union 
shall sign a contract guaranteeing its mem- 
bers to work for any proprietor, firm or 
corporation, unless such contract is sanc- 
tioned by the allied trades council.” The 
amendment was adopted.

ONE MEMBER OF THE BOARD IS MAD 


He Thinks It Will Hurt the City—Some 
One Shoots at a Newspaper 
Correspondent.

Athens, Ga., October 11.—(Special.)}—Bar- 
num and Bailey’s circus will be here Sat- 
urtday, and its coming has occasioned quite 
a sensation here. A few days ago the coun- 
cli passed an ordinace forbidding the pres-, 
ence and operation of any games of chance, 
and now comes an’ order closing the dis 
pensary'on that day. And thereon hangs 
the sensation. 

The dispensary ‘commission is composed of 
Messrs. CC. E. Baldwin, chairman; G. H. 
Hulme and H. R. Palmer. The law pre- 
scribes certain days on which it shall close 
and it gives the commission power to close 
it On afhy other days deemed proper. 

A movement was started by several gen- 
tlemen here to have the dispensary closed 
on circus day in the interest of peace and 
good order. Chairman Balwin was out of 
town today, when the other two commission- 
ers met and passed an order closing the 
dispensary on Saturday. Forthwith a large 
placard was placed in front of the dispen- 
sary announcing that order. This raised a 
howl among all those who were opposed to 
it, and among quite a number of business 
men. When Chairman Baldwin returned he 
was apprised of the state of affairs and 
was greatly surprised that such action had 
been taken during his absence and a meet- 
ing held without notice to him. He con- 
sulted with the other commissioners, but 
they were unmovable in their opinions, and 
said they would certainly adhere to the 
order they passed. Chairman Baldwin then 
gave ft out that he was opposed to such 
action as in his opinion the business inter- 
ests of the city demanded that the dispen- 
sary be kept open. He said the large 
crowds would go away abusing Athens and 
that it would give the business of the city 
a black eye. He said he was a friend to 
the dispensary and would fight any move- 
ment that would tend to make it unpopular. 
He believed the action of the two commis- 
sioners unwarranted and would, if he found 
it to be legally in his power, open the dis- 
pensary himself on Saturday morning and 
see that it was kept open. during the day. 
If he could not do this then he would hand 
in his resignation to the next meeting of 
council and let that body elect some one 
whose views more nearly coincided with 
the two remaining commissioners. 

The announcement of Mr. Baldwin “at he 
will open the dispensary over the order of 
the majority of the commission if he finds 
it legal to do so, may result in a rupture of 
the commission or in a compromise of the 
gituation. As it is now it looks as though 
the crowds who come to Athens will not 
be able to wet their whistles with dispensary 
liquor unless some change in affairs takes 
place tomorrow. It is being argued that 
the step means the immediate declaration of 
war on the part of the antis and a fight 
before the legislature for the abolition of 
the dispensary and the ordering of a new 
election on the liquor question in Cjarke. 

A Shot at a Reporter. 
The latest news from Danielsville in re- 


‘gard to the Ashworth murder is that the 


coroner’s jury has placed the murder on 
the negro, John Strait, who is held in the 
Danielsville jail, and tind that he had an 
accessory to the murder. 

A knight. of the. fourth estate who went 
over to Danielsville to report the news had 
a hole shot through his hat just before he 
reached Danielsville. 

The party who did the shooting is sup- 
posed to have been some negro who sus- 
pected that the correspondent was going 
on to join a lynching party. 

Sheriff l*°mooks guarded the jail last night, 
owing to some reports that there would be 
an attempted lynching, but no _ trouble 
came and no furtser trouble is now ex- 
pected. ° 

The negro, Strait, now denies ever hav- 
ing made a confession, and says that on 
the night of the murder he had been to see 
his sweetheart and was simply returning 
home along the same road on which the 
young man was murdered. 


A Breezy Incident. 


Yesterday afternoon a case was being 
tried in the superior court in which the 
tax books of the city were needed in evi- 
dence. Clerk A. L. Mitchell was subpenaed 
to bring them at once. The city council 
was in session and Judge Mitchell sent back 
word that he could not come. 

Captain Burnett, the attorney in the 
case, had a rule issued against him and 
sent a bailiff to serve it upon him. 

This brought Judge Mitchell to the court- 
house with the books.

They Play an Important Part in Har- 

din‘’s Trial. 

Nashville, Tenn., October 11.—(Special.)— 
Judge Anderson decided today to admit as 
evidence the letters written by Elrod C. 
Hardin's wife, but instructed the jury that 
it must be considered as evidence against 
Elrod. The letters were then read as were 
Elrod’s recommendations of Hardin to the 
Express and Guarantee Company. Part of 
the letters were in cipher, figures being 
used which referred to the letters in the 
first chapter of St. John. The substance of 
the letters has been published. 

Cc. H. Beattie, of Kansas City, testified to 
having known Hardin as Ketchum. Charles 
A. Graham, of Louisville, the official sten- 
ographer who took Elrod’s deposition, and 
also Hardin’s deposition a year ago, testi- 
fied as to what Elrod had sworn to at that 
time. Elrod, said he had never known 
Ketchum as a boy; that he had never known 
Hardin until a year after Ketchum left 
Louisville fur Kansas City; that when asked 
what Hardin’s father’s name was he had 
said Charles Ketch, and then asked to have 
the question repeated; had lost sight of 
Ketchum altogether, and not seen Hardin 
between 1885 and 1889. 

Jesse Tolin, of Jefferson City, Mo., pointed 
out Hardin and said that he had known him 
from April: 23, 1885, to October 21, 1889, as 
Frank Ralster, alias Gerald Fain. Tolin 
was at this time yardmaster of the Missouri 
penitentiary. 

H. P. Dickey, the St. Louis detective who 
arrested Hardin at Alma, Ark., said he 
passed as C. R. Ellis. The state then wanted 
to introduce a wWNness named Morgan, who 
had worked for Elrdéd.and who was to 
swear that he overheard ‘@ eonversation be- 
tween Elrod and Hardin. . point in 
which was that Elrod told Hafdin they 
must be very careful or they wotid be 
caught.

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Georgia’s Largest Vote. 

The official canvass of the returns of 
the vote for the general assembly and 
on the canstitutional amendments was 
completed yesterday by the governor 
and the secretary of state, the canvass 
of the vote for governor and statehouse 
officers not occurring until the meeting, 
this month, of the general assembly, 
which, as the law directs, will open the 
sealed returns of the yotes for these 
offices and declare the result. 

The canvass of the legislative vote, 
however, shows the total vote: of the 
state to have been about 215,000. By 
mistake the returns from five counties, 
with the legislative and constitutional 
amendment vote were not sent to the 
secretary. of state, but have evidently 
been enclosed with the documents which 
should have been addressed to the sec- 
retary of the senate and the clerk of 
the house. Omitting these five coun- 
ties the total vote of the remaining 1382 
is 210,000, and it is estimated that the 
vote of the other six. counties will show 
the total vote of the state to be 215,000. 

This is the largest vote ever polled in 
Georgia, and it must be discomforting 
to those who have been proclaiming 
that “the extremely light vote” was the 
cause of the tremendous losses sus- 
tained by the democrats, for no other 
reason than on account of the organized 
effort of a few federal office holders to 
detiver the democracy of the state into 
the camp of the gold standard contrac- 
tionists. : 

In 1882 the total vote of the state was 
52,049, for governor; in 1884 the fotal 
was 143,543, for president; in 1886 the 


- yote Was 101,159. for governor; in 1888 
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the vote was 142,930, for president; in 
1890 it was 105.365, for governor; in 
1892 it was 200,000, for governor. 

The vote cast last week was, there- 
fore, the largest in the history of the 
state. 

It is to be regretted that the constitu- 
tional amendment increasing the num- 
ber of judges of the supreine bench from 
three to five. was defeated. The fact 
that the majority against the amend- 
ment was small makes its loss the more 
keenly felt. The supreme court needs 
the assistance which the passage of this 
amendment would have given it. We 
believe the people “favor tle amefd- 
ment, and that they will yet see the 
necessity of the relief of the supreme 
court by giving its overworked judges 
the assistance contemplated by the 
amendment which has just been de- 
feated by a very narrow margin. 


A “Sound Currency.” ; 


We observe that those who are doing 
their utmost to convince the people that 
the financial views of John Sherman 
are worthy of adoption, and that the 
demonetization of silver has given us 
a financial system as perfect as it can 
be made, always run into the same hole 
when they are hard pressed by argu- 
ments. They disappear in this hole so 
frequently that the cavity of which it 
is the entrance is worth investigating. 

When the apostles of John Sherman, 
in the course of discussion, find it im- 
possible to mect the facts and argu- 
ments of those who are in favor of re- 
storing silver to its old place as a part 
of the primary money of the country, 
they cry out that they are in favor of a 
“sound” currency and an “honest” dol- 
lar. They ignore all other arguments 
and run into this hole. They are op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver be- 
causé they want a “sound” currency— 
because they want an “honest” dollar. 

That is what the people want; that 
ie what The Constitution wants—an hon- 
est dollar and a sound currency. That 
far we go, and go heartily. But when 
the people are asked to permit the 
apostles of John Sherman and the 
agents of the money power and the 
bosses of the international gold trust— 
to define and dictate what shall con- 
stitute an honest dollar and a sound 
currency, there is a divergence. The 
people want a dollar that will promote 
justice and equity as between debtor 
and creditor; they want a currency 
sound enough to arrest and prevent 
the robbery that has been and is still 
going on in the Shape of falling prices

ciates in value above the bimetallic 
‘level, the other comes in to take its 
place and hold prices and values steady. 
The dearer metal ceases to be used as 
money or as a standard of ‘value, and 
this disuse tends to cheapen it and 
bring it back to the bimetallic basis. 
This was, in fact, the experience of 
France, where bimetallism proved ef 
fective for seventy years. 

The experience of the people of the 
United States during the past twenty- 
one years—and more especially during 
the past two years—shows that the sin- 
gle gold standard provides the most 
dishonest dollar and the unsoundest cur- 
rency that was ever invented. As com- 
pared with labor. with preperty of all 
kinds, and with commodities, the value 
of the dollar for wheith they are ex- 
ehangeable has been constantly in- 
creasing in value. Measured by the 
products of labor—and this is the only 
just and adequate measure—the debts 
of every individual, every corporation, 
every municipality and of every state 
government have doubled during the 
past few years. The only method that 
the people have of paying their debts 
is through the results of labor. The 
farmer pays his debts with his cotton, 
his wheat and the other produets of the 
farm. That is the only way that debt- 
paying can go on. When the unit. and 
standard of Value is growing dearer 
the debt-paying value of the products 
of human labor is constantly growing 
smnaller and smaller. 

The operations of that process of rob- 
bery are bad enough if the effect stop- 
ped with the lessening ability of pro 
ducers to pay their debts. But another 
process sets in. The less money that 
the products of human labor commanfd 
the less demand there is for the wares 
of the merchant. Those who would 
buy have less money to buy with and 
the scarcity of money breeds a desire 
to hold on to the little they have as. 
long as they are able to do so. This 
enforced economy breeds stagnation in 
trade and business, business stagnation 
breeds idleness, and idleness breeds vice 
and crime. As Colonel Hammond told 
an Atlanta audience some time ago, the 
money issue is not merely a question of 
economics, but is a question that affects 
the: social well-being and morality of 
the people. 

When, therefore, the apostles of 
John Sherman and the money sharks 
hide behind such convenient phrases as 
“a sound currency” and “an honest dol- 
lar,” it is the duty of thoughtful peo- 
ple who have a due regard for the wel- 
fare of the people and the well-being of 
society, to strip off the mask and show 
that the currency system that is now 
crushing out the energies of the people, 
destroying all enterprise and depressing 
all business is the most dishonest sys- 
tem that the ingenuity of Shylockism 
ever invented. 

A day’s labor, a bushel of wheat, and 
a bale of cotton are no less honest now 
than they were twenty-one years ago; 
they represent just as much hard, hon- 
est work; and yet they have lost more 
than half of their debt-paying power. 
A bale of cotton that would pay a hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of debt in 1893 has 
come to be such a dishonest affair that 
it will only pay twenty-five dollars’ 
worth of debt in 1894. In fact, it will 
only pay half the amount of debt in 
1894 that it would pay four vears ago. 

Well may the people of this country 
lift up their voices in the wilderness 
and cry aloud to be Saved from the 
“honest dollar’ and the “sound ecur- 
rency” (established, by John Sherman 
and his fellow conspirators), which have 
wrought such havee with théir pros- 
perity.

The Bank of France charges a premium 
on gold for export, calling it by that 
very name—“prime,” and the Bank 
of England does practically the same 
by increasing the rate of discount.

In- 
deed it is practically unanimous for 
eonsolidation.

You see the delegates répresent a large 
amount of capital, and to have them here 
during our great exposition would mean 
a great deal to our city. | am extremely 
anxious for them to decide to come here.”

much in supplies now as it would have done 
“No,”” said Mr. 
Oglesby, “it will not. There has been a 
wonderful drop in wheat and other articles 
that the Georgia farmer has to buy, or 
does buy, but a bale of cotton won't go as 
far now as it would a few years back. The 
farmer who is in debt is one of the great- 
est sufferers from the present low price 
of cotton. It falls heavily upon a farmer 
to pay a debt now that he made two years 
ago. Money is so much dearer that it is al- 
most like paying 100 per cent interest.’’ 


Apropos of the recent talk of changing 
the name of Pryor street, Mr. J. S. Peter- 
son comes forward with a striking sugges- 
tion. He says: 

“As there seems to be a hankering to 
give new names to old streets, particularly 
to Pryor street, the writer would suggest: 
Change the name of both Pryor and Peach- 
tree (north of Houston) to ‘Oglethorpe ave- 
hue.’ 

“Atlanta, the capital ef Georgia, which 
Oglethorpe founded, has nothing in or 
about her commemorative of the state’s 
illustrious founder. ‘Oglethorpe avenue,’ 
formed as suggested, of Pryor and Peach- 
tree, would be a continuous due north 
and south line, with a slight divergence, di- 
recently across the diameter and the exact 
center of the city. 

“It’s worth thinking about and certainly 
Atlanta should honor Oglethorpe some 
way.”

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REY. SAM JONES THE ATTRACTION 


The Evangelist Wes at His Best—Intro- 
duced by Rev. Ts R Kendall—The 
Lecture Sketohed. — 


DeGive’s opera house was well filled last 
night with an audience that gathered to 
hear Rev. Sam Jones im his bright and. 
amusing lecture on “Manhood and Money.” 
Quaint, original and always funny, the 
evangelist never fails to interest his audi- 
ence, and each application of the straw last 
night drew forth a hearty peal of laughter 
from the crowd. 

The preacher was introduced by Dr. T. 
R. Kendall, the pastor of the Boulevard 
church, in a graceful and characteristic 
speech of presentation. 

A number of well known citizens, includ- 
ing several of the leading pastors of the 
city, occupied seats on the platform, and 
were more than convulsed by the funny 
things that care from the lips of the 
speuker. 

‘Manhood and Money’ is the subject of 
my lecture,"" began the preacher, “and you 
will see that I have selected two things as 
far apart as I coul@ get them. They may 
gct tangled up now and then, but it rarcly 
happens in these degenerate days. (uaugh- 
ter.) Everybody is anxious to get an of- 
tice. I never knew the like of candidates 
in my life, and, it seems to me, the air is 
full of them. (Laughter.) What we need 
in Atlanta and what we need in Georgia 
and what we need everywhere jis not more 
ollice holders but more royal, independent 
and manly men. (Applause.) The country 
is full of ladies and Sentiemen, but men 
and women are woefully scarce. We need 
them not only in politics, but we need them 
in the pulpit and in the churcl. Mer of 
convictions, and not Simply men of opia- 
ions, is the imperative ueed of the hour.”’ 

Branching off from his serious vein, the 
Speaker here and there narrated a good joke 
by way of illustration, and his hearers hara- 
ly had time to collect themselves after one 
explosion before another occurred. 

“A good sister said to me the other day,” 
continued Mr. Jones, in one of these 
moods, ** ‘Brother Jones, you.talk more fool- 
ishness than anybody I ever heard.’ 

“Do you know what foolishness is” I 
inquired of the gooa sister.

“ "Then I'll tell you. Foolishness is what 
you rub on fools and it takes a lot of it to 
so round.” (Laughter.) 

“I have very little respect for a foo). I 
had rather be a rascal than a2 fool. You 
can reform a rascal, but you can’t do any- 
thing with a fool. Did you ever try to 
monkey with a fool? If you did you got 
left. I frequently meet up with a lot of 
fools in my travels about the country. | 
knew of a couple who were engaged to be 
married. At the last minute the girl told 
her fellow that she would have to call a 
halt until she could make an explanation. 

“*Go on,’ said he. 

“Well, I want to let you know before 
wg goes any further that I’m a somnambu- 

st.’ 

“ *That’s all right,’ said he, ‘I’m a Presby- 
terian.

“A man needs a clear head. Clearness of 
thought is essential to complete manhood.

We are too impatient to get to 
our work. Here is a fellow who starts 
away from home as soon as he loads up in 
the morning. He has a regular beaten path 
to the store and treads on the same brick 
every time he passes a given point. He is 
too much interested in making money and 
not enough in the welfare of his son’s im- 
mortal soul.” 

The speaker went on to speak of a lack 
of manhood in the pulpit and in the church 
as weil as in the counting. house. “The 
pulpit,” safd he, “is not keeping up with 
the-progress of the age. Edison is at the 


head of the procession and the pulpit is at

kind and not undertake to solve the ‘dark 
and kinky” race problem, but leave this for 
wiser heads. 

Launching into his subject the speaker 
began with the landing of the first slave 
ship and followed the course of the darky, 
his eccentricities and pecullarities, from 
that day to this. 

Some great peculiarities of the black man 
are his enormous appetite,.love of water- 
melon, attraction for the circus and the 
eagerness with which he will linger about 
cages of monkeys.

ical or social questions of the day, but 


thinks only of himself and the present. 

Here the speaker gave a number of most 
amusing and side splitting anecdotes and 
reminiscences of the darky’s quaint humor, 
which were fully appreciated by the large 
audience.

An inveterate ehureb- 
gcer, a lusty shouter, but withal a steaithy 
chicken thief, his irreguicrities of opinion 
and dec'sion being most noticeable. 

Mr. Bealer made a strong and lucid vin-

This proced- 
ure, it will be remembered, too, did not 
meet with the apprubation of ail the mem- 
bers and quite a stir was created, one side 
claiming that the collection of the money 
was wrong and should be frowned upon 
Dy ail of the workingmen of the city. The 
element opposing the levy went so far as 
to adopt a resoiution stamping the coilec- 
tion of the.money as wrong and directing 
these who had received it to pay it back 
to the parties from whom it was secured. 

But the parties holding the money paid 
no attention to the resolution directing the 
return of the money as far as the public 
knows. 

The element which collected the money 
grew warm in the collar like the others and 
declared that when the action of the meet- 
ing was given out some one~had violated 
@ sworn obligation, as every member of 
the order was sworn not to repeat what 
took place in any of the meetings. These 
members were extremely anxious to know 
who had been telling tales out of school 
and asserted that when the right time 
came about charges would be preferred 
against some one and that lively deveiop- 
ments weré likely to follow. 

Tne Industria! Council has had but cone 
meeting since the election, and just what 
was done at that meeting is being closely 
guarded.

"The cotton wicthot was nities yesterday, 
but opening prices, which were 1 to 3 points 
below the closing figures of Wednesday, 
proved to be the highest of the day, with 
the close about 8 points below the previous 
close and at alam 6 the, lowest — of 
the day. 


Receipts do hot compare with the big 
crop of 1891-’92, neither does the price, for 
at this time spot cotton In that year in 
New York was quoted at about 8%c, and 
yesterday the demand was not of an extra- 
ordinary character and the price of mid. 
dling upland there was 644—2%c off. 


The mills on this side of the water have 
practically closed for quite a while, and 
our spinners have been out of the market, 
but earky this morning a private wire tele- 
gram was received from New Orleans stat- 
ing that “resumption of New Bedford mills 
eteadies the market.”’

Speculative traders in cotton have had so 
much news that would favorably affect 
cotton, and which has always acted in the 
opposite direction, that there are a few who 
are thinking seriously of becoming disgust- 
ed, and are tempted to leave the market in 
the hands of professional traders, whose 
business it is to paint the condition of bus- 
iress in colors that are deceiving when the 
facts and figures in the case are studied. 


When our cotton was selling above &c 
congress was in session for the sole pur- 
pose, apparently, of devising some means 
to stop the downward course of the price 
of our commodities, and the wages of the 
working people of this country, or, in other 
words, to relieve the depressed condition 
of the United States. 


This congress repealed the Sherman law 
@nd prices made a very slight spurt up- 
ward only shortly to sell at a still lower 
price, because business did not resume and 
the railroads showed a still greater de- 
creasing tendency in their earnings. 


Bends were issued with the same re- 
sult. Business did not improve and cot- 
ton and wheat just ‘went right along 
smashing all previous low records, and the 
earnings of the railroads did not increase, 

The treasury gold reserve has passed an- 
other million notch, standing at the close 
of business today at -$60,048,044.

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Two Former Well-Koown Atlantians at 
Outs in Cincinnati. 


| MR. MAYER OPPOSES MR. MAGNUS 


Came Near Keeping Him Out of a Swell 
| Hebrew Club—The Inside of the 
‘ Bensational Row. 


Two former Atlantians, prominently 
known in this city and throughout the 
South, are figuring in a lively little melo- 
drama in Circinnati. | 

Nothing in Hebrew circles in that city 
has created so much talk as the recent in- 
cident, which has set not only the people 
ef Cincinnati, but the people of Atlanta, to 
talking and wondering. 

The principals in the affair are Mr. Sol 
Mayer and Mr. Joseph Magnus, both of 
whom lived in Atlanta until a few years 
ago. Both were Closely connected in bu3i- 
Pess and both now reside in Cincinnati. 

The troubles which have just cropped out 
between them are of long standing and 
are familiar to a number of Atlantians. 
Mr. Magnys was in the city a few weeks 
ago and spoke to his friends here about 
the difficulty between himself and Mr. 
Mayer. Since that time friends of his in 
Atlanta have been actively working in this 
| city in behalf of his character. They will 
be glad to hear of the result of the !- 
vestigation which has just ended in Cin- 
cinnati. 

The whole trouble arose, it seems, over 
the strong opposition of Mr. Sol Mayer to 
the admission of Mr. Magnus as a member 
of the Cincinnati Club. This is a swell 
club with a palatial clubhouse on Walnut 
Hill. Mr. Mayer opposed Mr. Magnus's 
) #dmatesion, and the fact that they had 

been elosely acquainted and were both At- 
lantians, caused a suspension of the ver- 
dict of the club for a while. 

An extensive investigation of the charges 
hinted at against Mr. Magnus wes mude 
and it seems that he has come out with 
flying colors. Mr. Magnus married in this 
city a few years ago. He is a brother 
of Mr. Percy and Mr. A. 8S. Magnus and 
frequently comes to Atlanta on business 
trips. Mr. Mayer was the only son of Mr. 
David Mayer and his mother now resides 
on Whitehall street. He is widely known 
in Atlanta. 

Both gentlemen being well known in At. 
lanta the story. of their differences will be 
of no Hittle interest. 

The story is one that has the intrinsic 
points of a melodrama. Some months ayo 
Mr. Joseph Magnus went to Cincinnati 
from Atlanta and embarked in business at 
No. 29 Main street. He was not a stranger 
by any means, as he was up to two years 
ago a member of the firm of Mayer, Son & 
Co.. and a partner of the man who has 
made the attempt to have him excluded 
from membership in the club. He had been 
in Cincinnati but a short time wnen several 
mem.bers of the Cincinnati Club requested 
him to join, and he fell in with the idea 
and his name was posted in the clubrooms, 
as is customary. In due time his applica- 
tion for membership went to the board of 
governors, and then came a veritable bomb- 
sell. 

A series of written charges were sent 
to the board on the nicht that the e>-'- 
cation of Mr. Magnus was to be considered 
and the board was amazed that a man 
of such charagter as the 
sented Mr. Magnus to be, should have the 
assurance to apply for membership. 

The Charges. 

The charges were from Mr, Meyer, and 
had reference particularly to his moral 
character. Mr. Mayer brought forward 
a witness to prove the assertions he made. 
The witness was‘'J. M. Salm, a travel- 
ing salesman, employed by Mayer. That 
gentleman is not a’ member of the club, 
but was brought before the board of gov- 
ernors as a witness. He claimed that all 
Mr. Mayer stated in his charges was true, 
and, furthermore, he claimed to have par- 
ticipated with Magnus in certain little af- 
fairs of a delicate nature. The governors 
thought that Mr. Salm’s statement was 
all that was necessary. The members who 
had proposed Mr. Magnus for membership 
were sent for and told the state of affairs, 
and handed the application of their friend. 
They were utterly dumfounded, but said 
nothing. They scented, a conspiracy and 
went to work to expose it, and they have 
done so to their own satisfaction and to 
the great embarrassment of Mr. Mayer. 
Salm himself was put through a little in- 
vestigation. Persons were sent to Ala- 
bama for the purpose of making an in- 
quiry regarding him. Just what they dis- 
covered is something of a mystery. What- 
ever it may have heen they reported and 
the board of governors decided to follow 
the matter to the end. Link by link a 
chain of evidence was woven that showed 
the charges against Mr. Magnus to be un- 
true. His friends took up his case and 
introduced witnesses who testified under 
oath to certain events in Magnus’s life, 
and proved beyond any doubt that each 
and every item in the charges was untrue. 

Mr. Mayer’s Side. 

The Mayer side was then called on ta 
introduce testimony, and it was stipulated 
that such testimeny must be under oath, 
and an unmistakable hint was given that if 
any foolishness were indulged in some- 
body would be indicted. for perjury, Mr. 
Salm then refused to appear to testify. 
There were some charges made by Mayer 
that are secrets locked within the breasts 
of the board of governors, and they would 
mot divulge them, but like the other 
charges they were proved to be absolutely 
false.

Charges Preys 


When the facts revealed themselves to the 
board of governors they made Mr, Magnus 
a member of their club without a dissenting 
vote and then turned their attention to Mr. 
Mayer. 

There are eleven men who comprise the 
beard, but net one syllable will ene of them 
divulge as to what they intend doing. 
While this exciting drama was being en- 
acted Magnus Knew less about it than any 


‘one. Very shortly after his name was pro- 


pesed for membership he left’ the city on 
business and was gone some time. When he 
returned he was somewhat surprised to find 
that he had not been made a member of 
the club, and still more so when the friegds 
who were conducting his case-began to 
come to him and ask him singular questions 
in regard to his past life. He suspected 
something, but could not think what it 
could be and remajned in ignorance until 
he had been vindicated, when the story was 
unfolded to him.

The Exposition Architect Will Be in 
the City Several Days. 


TO APPEAR BEFORE THE BOARD TODAY 


He Is Greatly Enthused Over the Outlook 
for the W ork—W ork Will Be Begun 
on the Main Bullding Tuesday. 


Bradford L. Gilbert, the distinguished 
Néw York architect who drew the plans for 
the Cotton States and International exposi- 
tion buildings, reached the city yesterday 
afternoon to attend to the inauguration 
of the work on the buildings.

Mr. Gilbert arrived on the vestibule 
yesterday afternoon and registered at the 
Aragon. Later in the afternoon he called 
at the exposition office and talked over his 
plans with a number of exposition di- 
rectors. Mr. Gilbert had with him some 
drawings of specifications, not shown in 
the original designs and which concern the 
detail work alone. These he will present 
at the meeting of the executive board at 
11:30 o'clock this morning. 

Those who heard Mr. Gilbert talk about 
his plans yesterday are more than ever 
impressed with the wisdom of selecting his 
designs. He is not only an architect with 
fine imagination which supplies the striking 
and picturesque, but has a splendid practi- 
cal knowledge of his work. He impressed 
all who heard him talk as a man with wide 
technical knowledge and an eye for effects. 

When actually built, Mr. Gilbert's build- 
ings will present a much more attractive 
appearance than is presented in the bare 
outline drawing, which is made as much 
with an eye to display strength and solidity 
as with a view to fine appearance. 

Mr. Gilbert will meet the executive board 
at the meeting this morning and what he 
will have to say will be of no small interest. 
He is deeply impressed with the magnitude 
of Atlanta’s exposition. He has watched 
with amazements its expausion and he is 
determined to put his very best efforts: in- 
to the buildings. He will see to it that the 
work is overlooked by capable assistants; 

He 
has grown thoroughly enthusiastic over the 
big show. “Today he will go out to the ex- 
position grounds. While in the city he 
will make his headquarters at the exposi- 
tion office.
